Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to show or teach in combination an illumination device with a 
plurality of lights and a control circuit, a light stand to removably support the lights 
sources, a cap shaped removable light scattering member, a shade member shaped in 
the form of a cylinder, a shielding/diffusing member removably installed inside the 
shade ember and the support further defining separate areas formed by a metal 
separator inserted into recesses between light sources and wherein the separator is 
narrower in width upwards from the base along the axial direction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
